Soviet Moon 
Luna Brings 
Back Samples

MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 


Union's Luna 16 moon-probe re- 
turned to earth today carrying 
the first samples of moon soil 
ever gathered by an unmanned 
spacecraft, 
the 
Soviet 
news 


agency Tass reported. 


Helicopter-borne 
search 


learns recovered the capsule 
and its cargo on windswept 
steppe brushfields in Soviet Ka- 
zakhstan 
about 1,400 miles 


southeast of Moscow and 50 
miles southeast of the Kazakh 
town of Dzhezkazgan. 


Tass said the craft parachut- 


ed to earth at 1:26 a.m. EOT, 
six minutes later than expected. 


The moon material will be 


turned over to the Soviet Acade- 
my of Sciences for analysis. 


The soil was gathered Sunday 


from the Sea of Fertility, a 
heretofore unexplored area of 
the moon's surface. 


Luna 16 was launched 11 days 


ago with little fanfare and no 
word from the Soviet inform- 
ants on the purpose of the mis- 
sion. 


Its controlled soft landing on 


the moon was announced Sun- 
day as if it were no more signif- 
icant than previous Soviet soft 
landings that were not intended 
to return to earth. 


Only on Monday did Tass an- 


nounce that the craft would at- 
tempt to return to earth with a 
load of moon soil. 


Semiofficial sources say the 


previous Soviet moon shot, Luna 
15, was an unsuccessful attempt 
to bring back soil samples. 


That mission 14 months ago 


coincided with the U.S. Apollo 
11 manned moon landing and 
apparently was calculated to 
beat the Americans back to 
earth with the first moon sam- 
ples. 


Luna 15 crashed into the moon 


about 500 miles from the Sea of

CAMDEN, Ark. (AP) — The 


Rev. 
L. 0. Fort, president of 


the Camden Branch of the 
NAACP, said Wednesday he 
and other members of the local 
branch "strongly condemn the 
injustice 
being 
rendered 
to 


some Negro students in the 
Camden School District." 


Fort's statement was in re- 


gard to 11 Negro students be- 
ing arrested after a disturbance 
at the high school. The 11 were 
expelled from school. 


Fort said in the past, Negroes 


have been able to work out 
most differences, but he criti- 
cized the policy now being prac- 
ticed by school officials. 


"We do not believe the getting 


along will remain as good as 
it has been," Fort said. 


He said the school showed 


prejudice recently when a Neg- 
ro girl and a white girl were 
involved in a fight. He said the 
Negro girl was sent home while 
the white girl was allowed to 
return to class. 


He said this kind of practice 


would lead to greater disorder 
in the schools.

prove of the North-South 
bidding. Somehow or other, 
six clubs is a safer contract 
than six spades but the game 
was match point duplicate 
and North put his partner in 
the major-suit slam. 


They did well to avoid six 


no-trump w h e r e only 11 
tricks are available. 


South won the diamond 


lead with dummy's ace and 
looked around for a way to 
make 12 tricks. A simple 
play w o u l d be to draw 
trumps right away, discard 
his losing diamonds and two 
of his hearts on dummy's 
clubs and concede a trick to 
the ace of hearts. That was 
a simple way but it would 
have turned out to be a los- 
ing one. With trumps break- 
ing 4-2, South would have 
had to p l a y out all his 
trumps. West would discard 
down to the ace of hearts 
and a diamond and take the 
last two tricks. 


South had another losing 


play at his disposal. Should 
he lead a heart to the king. 
West would take his ace and 
lead a second d i a m o n d . 
South would ruff in dummy 
and have no way to get to 
his hand to pull all west's 
trumps. 


Then how did South make 


the slam? 


Alan Truscott points out 


that he made it by means of 
an unusual play. At trick 
two, 
he played dummy's 


queen of hearts. This play 
left West with no winning 
defense. If West took the 
trick and led a diamond, 
South would ruff in dummy, 
cash d u m m y ' s king and 
queen of trumps, come to 
his hand with the king of 
hearts, draw the last trumps 
and run the clubs for 12 
tricks. 


If West d u c k e d , South 


would simply run off trumps 
and clubs and let West win 
the last trick. Either way, 
the 12 tricks were home.

though Intrepid stood on the 
verge today of continuing the 
United States' monotonous dom- 
ination of the America's Cup, 
the challenging Australians cer- 
tainly haven't given up.

Martin Visser, tactician on Gre- 
tel II, knowing that it would 
take a near miracle for his 
yacht to overcome the 3-0 In- 
trepid lead in the best-of-seven 
race series. 


However, as bravely optimis- 


tic as the Aussies talked, during 
Wednesday's lay day, that 3-0 
deficit and history will be quite 
a burden to overcome, although 
many observers still haven't de- 
cided that Intrepid is the faster 
boat. 


The United States has never 


lost this cup in 20 defenses. But

War Legality 
Ruling Could 
Embarrass

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Su- 


preme Court inquiry into the le- 
gality of the Vietnam war would 
hamstring President Nixon, in- 
sult Congress and embarrass 
the United States international- 
ly, the administration has con- 
tended. 


Justice Department lawyers 


Tuesday warned bluntly the 
court might have to set up its 
own military affairs office, su- 
pervise a troop withdrawal and 
deal on the diplomatic front 
with North Vietnam should it 
accept the state of Massachu- 
setts' argument and declare 
U.S. participation 
unconstitu- 


tional. 


Solicitor Gen. Erwin N. Gris- 


.w"!J, and William D. Jluckels- 
haus, an assistant attorney^ gen- 
eral, told the justices in a brief 
that Congress, through its ap- 
propriations and in other ways 
has already substantially en- 
dorsed 
the 
involvement of 


American fighting men in the 
Vietnam war. 


The government's brief said 


not all wars require a congres- 
sional declaration and a search 
for authority for the Vietnam 
war is beyond judicial supervi- 
sion. 


Massachusetts' plea for a high 


court judgment was filed in July 
under a state law designed to 
force a test of the law's consti- 
tutionality. 


In advising the court to turn 


the effort down, Griswold and 
his justice Department associ- 
ates said "the president should 
not be hemmed in by the pros- 
pect of the judicial supervision" 
over the exercise of his respon- 
sibilities. 


As for Congress, they said any 


inquiry into its motives or par- 
ticipation in the war 
effort 


"would involve an impermissi- 
ble judicial affront to the digni- 
ty of a coequal and independent 
branch of government." 


And as for foreign nations, the 


administration said any conclu- 
sion against the legality of U.S. 
action in Vietnam "could only 
cause the most extreme embar- 
rassment to this nation in its 
present and future conduct of 
foreign affairs." 


Massachusetts has asked the 


court-to enjoin a military action 
in Vietnam should the justices 
conclude a war without a formal 
congressional declaration is un- 
constitutional. 


The administration argued: 


"The Constitution does not re- 
quire Congress to authorize 
American participation in hos- 
tilities only through a formal 
declaration...."

troops reported kllled-the low- 
est number since May 1969~and 
464 wounded, the lowest wound- 
ed loll in nearly three years. 


The allied commands said 


1,217 North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong troops were killed last 
week, the lowest number of ene- 
my reported siain In four weeks. 


The U.S. Command said that 


American battlefield deaths for 
the past 12 weeks are at a near- 
ly five-year low, reflecting the 
disengagement 
of 
American 


troops from Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong's apparent re-empha- 
sis on small guerrilla attacks 
rather than large battles. 


In the only significant battle- 


field action in South Vietnam, 
spokesmen 
said 
government 


troops raided a North Viet- 
namese staging area two miles 
southwest of embattled Fire 
Base O'Reilly in the northern 
sector and killed 24 enemy with- 
out suffering any casualties. 


The U.S. Command said that 


American gunners accidentally 
fired 36 rounds of mortar shells 
into a unit of the 4th Infantry 
Division operating 
along the 


central coastal plain Wednesday 
night. Two Americans 
were 


killed and four wounded. 


Elsewhere. Communist forces

BEIRUT; Lebanon (AP) -.• 


Fierce Jordanian army attacks 
were reported to have broken 
Palestinian resistance in north* 
ern Jordan today and Amman 
radio said 5,000 guerrillas had 
surrendered. A new peace move 
was launched by the Arabs. 


Two Palestinian leaders left 


Cairo for Damascus to try to 
win approval of a cease-fire 
from Yasir Arafat, the guerrilla 
chief. He rejected the cease-fire 
Wednesday. They were expect- 
ed to meet him in the Syrian 
capital. 


The two Palestinians were 


among captured guerrilla lead* 
ers released by King Hussein of 
Jordan. They flew to Cairo with 
a four-man Arab peace mission 
Wednesday night. 


Fighting slackened in Am- 


man, Jordan's capital, after a 
flareup during the morning, and 
was confined to pockets of guer- 
rilla resistance. This cleared the 
way for the evacuation of Amer- 
icans and other from Amman. A 
chartered Middle East Airlines 
plane landed hi Amman to bring 
out 100 Americans and other 
foreigners. 


Ambassador John Phillips of 


Britain reported to his govern- 
ment that the Amman airport 
and its approaches were open 
and working. 
Fifty-eight foreign nationals, 32 
of them Americans, were evacu- 
ated to Beirut from Amman to- 
day. They said their plane was
